ORGY OF MURDER. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
BELFAST, Sunday. 

Five shocking murders were committed in 
Belfast on Saturday. 

Shortly after business had commenced in the 
timber yard of Messrs. J. P. Corry and Co., 
Henry street, two men entered and inquired the 
religion of various workers. On receiving re- 
plies from all the men, they shot one of them, 
John Connolly, a Roman Catholic, belonging to 
the New Lodge road district, who was employed 
as attendant at a circular saw. The assailants 
made good their escape. Connolly died of his 
wounds within a few minutes. 

Three hours later two cattle drovers were 
mortally wounded at the Midland Railway 
cattle pens, Duncrue street, The’ drovers were 
loading cattle into waggons for the Stranraer 
route, when three men, wearing waterproofs 
and with caps pulled down, arrived and “held 
up” the railway terminus at the point of the 
revolver. One of the raiders kept the officials 
covered, while the other two opened fire on the 
two drovers. One of the drovers was instantly 
killed and the other fell wounded and lay in 
great agony. 

The murdet gang then hurried out and dis- 
appeared. A patrol of Special police afterwards 
arrived, but could find no trace of tne 
murderers. The injured man died shortly after 
ins admission to hospital, The names of the 
murdered men were Patrick M‘Auley (18), of 
Tor street, and Thomas M‘Guigan (almost 18), 
of Stanfield street.

M’Murtagh, of Grosvenor place, and Frank

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| NORTHERN CABINET MEVTS 
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LORD LONDONDERRY GOES TO 
LONDON. 

A meeting of the Cabinet of Northern Ire- 
land was held on Saturday at, Cabin Hill, 
Knock, Belfast, the Prime Minister (Sir James 
Craig, Bart.), presiding. The official report 
states :— 

“The following were present:—The Minister 
of Finance, the Minister of Home Affairs, the 
Minister of Labour, and the Minister of Educ 
tion. The Assistant Secretary to the Cabinet 
was also present. The following were in 
attendance :—The Attorney-General, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister of Home 
Affairs, the General Officer Commanding the 
Troops in Ulster, the Military Adviser to the 
Government of Northern Ireland, the Divisional 
Commissioner, and the A.D.C. to the G.O.C. 
the Troops. 

“The necessary steps were taken to co 
with the new situation created by the series 
of dastardly outrages committed throughout 
the Six Counties. 

“Immediately after the (Cabinet meeting 
Lord Londonderry left for London to acquaint 
the authorites there with the plans to be put 
into operation. 

“A full statement will be made by the 
Prime Minister when the Northern House 
of Commons meets on Tuesday next. 

“ The Cabinet at its meeting, when dealing 
with the question of the detestable outrages 
which have been perpetrated upon so many 
unoffending citizens throughout Ulster by the 
members of a criminal organisation, who have 
invaded the province, expressed its horror and 
detestation of the barbarous acts, and iis decp 
sense of sympathy with the sufferers.”

MARTINSTOWN'S DEFENCE, 


Martinstown police barrack, about seven 
miles from Ballymena, on the road to Cushen- 
dall, was attacked by armed raiders on Friday 
night and during Saturday morning. The 
raiders arrived in considerable numbers on a 
fleet of motor cars. They opened the attack 
by rifle fire end bombs upon the little building 
in which Sergeant M‘Govern, R.I.C., and a 
garrison of six constables, two of them R.I.C. 
and four jals were located. Sergeant 
M‘Govern had only arrived at this station on 
Friday morning from Cushendun to take charge. 

police replied vigorously to the attack, 
and sent up Verey lights. 
: bombardment lasted from 11 till 1 
o'clock, during which time the police main- 
tained a courageous defensive. 

As a preliminary to the attack the raiders 

eered the premises of Mr. Healy, 
J.P., Railway Hotel, which adjoins the police 
station. They made a breach in the wall con- 
necting with the barracks, through which they 
flung bombs. Bombs were also flung from 
the outside, lighting on the roof, and crashing 
through. The s, bedding, and furniture 
of the building were greatly damaged. 

Notwithstanding the tight corner in which 
the garrison found themselves they held out, 
and eventually beat off the attackers at one 
o'clock in the morning. 

The Verey lights which had been sent up 
were noticed by patrols of “ B” men belonging 
to Creigywarren district, mid-way between 
Ballymena and Martinstown. A couple of men 
belonging to this force went to llymena, 

what had happened to the police. 

District Inspector Wynn, with a force of ten 
men, immediately went out on a ( 
tender. On their way they noticed that Rath- 
kenny Creamery was on fire. The shop portion 
of the creamery was burnt out, but the Craigy- 
warren “B” men had prevented the fire from 
spreading. 

The police pushed on towards Mertinstown, 
BE. on _— re com gc an abandoned 
motor car, of which they took possession. This 
evidently belon to some of the raiding forces, 
The index number of the car is AI-1877. AI is 
the register mark for County Cavan. 

On their further way to Martinstown there 
was an exchange of firing in which Special Con- 
stable James M‘Neill, belonging to Raéshsherry, 
was killed. One of his comrades was wounded. 
The details concerning this ambush are obscure. 

On arrival at Martinstown the police found 
that the siege had been raised, although the 
barrack was in a desperate state. The Con- 
stabulary made a thorough search of the dis- 
trict and arrested Charles O’Loan, belonging to 
Martinstown district. He was found to have in 
his possession powder and shot. It is alle 
that this man was seen running away. e 
police pursued and captured him.

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LADY DE ROS'S CASTLE 
DESTROYED. 


— 


Shane's Castle, Randalstown, County Antrim, 
the beautiful residence of Lord O'Neill, was 
attacked during the early hours of Saturday 
morning (presumably, by Sinn Feiners), set on 
fire, and completely destroyed, only the kitchen 
wing and the out-offices being saved. 

The castle stands on the banks of Lough 
Neagh, and it is believed that the attackeys came 
over the lough in boats from the Couuty Tyrone 
side. 

The land steward was awakened shortly after 
two o'clock a.m. by noises at the petrol store. 
He rose, and was going to the watchman’s house 
whena man ordered/hint to put up his hands. ‘This 
raider, it seems, had also "' held up ” the watch- 
man, who was later stirrounded and. blindfolded, 
being then ofdered not to move under penalty 
of being shot, 

In the meantime, other raiders “held up” 
the pantry boy, and while they were doing so 
Mr. John Bell, a carpenter, put in an appear- 
ance, and the raiders, in their excitement, fired, 
Bell being shot in the hip. 

The. pantry boy was ordered to go to the 
petrol store. whenee he was compelled to carry 
large quantities of petrol to the castle. The 
raiuers sprinkled it over the carpets and furni- 
ture, afterwards lying matches. 

The land diweard was taken to the watch- 
man's house, and thence to the kitchen, where 
most of the employés were assembled under an 
armed guard. 

The raiders remained for a long time, and 
when the castle was completely alight they 
withdrew. The employés then set about fighting 
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the flames, and the engineer of the Old Bleach 
Linen Co., Ltd., Randalstown, turned out the 
company’s fire brigade, and, having secured the 
assistance of many willing helpers, hurried to 
the castle. 

It was at once seen that it would be im- 


“1 possible to save the castle, and the fire-fighters 


confined their activities to preventing the fire 
from spreading to the kitchen wing 

In this they were successful and, but for their 
energetic work, the entire buildings would have 
been involved. 

Lord O'Neill, who is 83 years of age, and is 
not in the best of ‘health, was early removed to 
the land steward’s house, and was accompanied 
by Lady O’Neill. Naturally, both were greatly 
affected when they saw the castle in flames. 

Lord O'Neill is father of the Right Hon. 
Hugh O'Neill, Speaker of the Northern Ireland 
Parliament. 


HISTORIC CASTLE. 


The original namé of Shane’s Castle was 
Edenduffcarrick Castle. It was given its 
present named after Shane M'‘Brian O'Neill 
in the eighteenth century. A striking and 
picturesque mansion, standing in a richly- 
wooded perk. the Castle on the site of 
the stable yard of the original castle, which 
was accidentally Ba ed by fire. in 1816, 
When ‘the then’ O'Neill? was Postmasi¢r-" 
General, little being saved, with the exception 
of the family papers, plate, and pictures, many 
of historic interest. . 

The River Maine runs through the demesne 
into Lough Neagh. Fronting the lough is a 
terrace which was made shortly before the 
burning of the old castle, and on which were 
some twenty pieces of cannon with date 1790. 

The family of O'Neill is of Royal origin, 
going back to the earliest days of Irish history, 
ithe progenitor being O’Nial the Great, Monarch 
of Ireland, A.D. 3 . On the death of 
John Bruce Richard, third Viscount. O'Neill, 
the peerage became extinct, there being no 
heirs in the male line. The estates then de- 
volved on the Rev. William Chichester, whose 
great-grandfather, Rev. Arthur Chichester, 
married Mary, grand-daughter and heiress of 
John O'Neilí, of Shane’s Castle (commonly 
called “ French John”), about the year 1730. 
The Rev. William Chichester assumed the name 
of O'Neill bv patent, and was created Baron 
O'Neill in 1868. 

O’Nial the Great, who ruled Ireland in the 
fourth century, is reported to have carried 
St. Patrick captive to Ireland from the banks 
of the Loire.

OLDCOURT CASTLE 
BURNED. 
Lá -. “AT “gu” 
LADY DE ROS’S RESIDENCE. 

Oldecourt Castle, Strangford Lough, Co. 
Down, the, home of Lady de Ros, was also 
maliciously burned on Saturday morning. Lady 
de Ros had just returned to the castle a few 
days previously from a visit to France, where 
her husband was killed. The castle, to which 
the late King Edward, when Prince of Wales, 
paid several visits, was beautifully situated on 
the western shore of the strait which runs 
from Strangford Lough to the sea. It com- 
manded some splendid views over the island- 
studded lough, which in some parts is four 
miles wide. There is in the grounds a — 
old chapel, built by George, Earl of Kildare. 
The family is of Scottish origin, the first 
aon is of prominence ME neon de Ros, 
who had the distinction of being a leader of 
the twenty-five barons appointed to enforce the 
observance of Magna Charta. His descendant, 
William, the second baron, was an unsuccessful 
competitor for the crown of Scotland in 1292. 
The fourth Baron de Ros led the 2nd Division 
of the English Army at the battle of Crecy. 
The de Ros barony is the premier barony in 
the British peerage. ' 

The isan, ná ca CUR (Mary Francis Dawson), 
who suoceeded her father in 1907, is a daughter 
of the 24th baron and Elizabeth, daughter of 
the 2nd Earl of Wilton. 


MR. RONALD M‘NEILL’S HOUSE, 


In Cushendun, Glenmona, the summer resi- 
dence of Mr. Ronald McNeill, was burned to 
the ground, and all the antiques, some of them 
of great value, were consumed. The servants 
apartments at the back of the building, though 
considerably damaged, are stil! standing. There 
was no one in residence on the premises, as 
Mr. McNeill is at present in London, and only 
an aged caretaker. who lives near at hand was 
aware of what had happened.

The session of Dail Eireann, which was due 
to begin. at 3 o'clock on Saturday, did not open 
until 4.45 p.m.. 

When the Speaker took the chair he said :— 
Arising out of the first matter on the orders of 
the day, 1 have to read the following etate- 
ment, signed by MA. Collins and Mr. de 
Valera :— 

“We are agreed :— 5 

“1, That a National Coalition pane! for this 
third Dail, representing both parties in the Dail 
and in the Sinn Fein Organisation, be sent for- 
ward, on the ground that the national position 
requires the entrusting of the Government of 
the country into the joint hands of those who 
have been the strength of the national situa- 
tion during the last few years, without preju- 
dice to their present respective positions. . 

“2. That this Coalition panel be sent for 
ward as from the Sinn Fein Organisation, the 
number for each party being their present 
strength in the Dail. 

“3. That the candidates be nominated 
through each of the existing party Executives. 

“4. That every and any interest is free to go 
up and contest the election equally with the 
National-Sinn “Fein panel. 

“6. That constituencies where an election is 
not held shall continuo to be represented by 
their present Deputies. 

“6. That after the election the Executive 
shall consist of the President, elected as 
formerly; the Minister of Defence, representing 
the Army; and nine other Ministers—five from 
the majority party and four from the minority, 
each party to choose its own nominees, The 
alloeation will be in the hands of the President. 

“7. That in the event of the Coalition Go- 
vernment finding it necessary to dissolve, a 
general election will be held as soon as possible 
va adult suffrage.” 


MR. GRIFFITH'S MOTION,

In mov- 
ing this amendment I meant the approval of 
the agreement arrived at. I want that clearly 
understood.. It implies the approval of the 
agreement before the House. 

The Speaker then put the amendment, and it 
was carrie4 with applause. 

Mr. Griffith said that, in the circumstances 
that had arisen, and the hope of those who had 
the interests of the country gs heart that they 
would work together, as there were certain 
contentious matters on the programme, he 
moved that the Dail should adjourn. They had 
certain work to do, and there was the Ard Fheis 
on*“Tuesday, so he should move that the House 
adjourn until Wednesday week next. He also 
proposed that all business be adjourned except 
one very important matter—one about which, 
he thought there was no party feeling—viz., the 
£100,000 vote for the relief of distress, and that 
that should be dealt with before they ad- 
journed. 

The Speaker then read a report from the Joint 
Committee on the Relief of Distress, approving 
of the grant of £100,000 towards the formula- 
tion of definite schemes of employment in dis- 
tricts where acute distress prevailed, and sanc- 
tioning the advance of an immediate sum of 
£20,000 for that purpose. 

The report was adopted without discussion, 
and the House adjourned until Wednesday week.

DEAN OF THE CHAPEL ROYAL, 


We regret to announce the death of the Very 
Rev. Charles William O'Hara Mease, Dean 
the Chapel Royal and Canon of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, which took place.yesterday at his 
residence, Mount Hybla, Castleknock, Co. 
Dublin. 

The late Dean, who had a very successful 
University and ecclesiastical career, was born 
in Dublin 66 years His father was the 
late Andrew Mease, F.R.C.S.I. He was edu- 
cated at the Royal Schools of Cavan and 
Armagh, and entered Trinity College as.a 
Royal Scholar. 

He was ordained in 1881 as curate of 
Monaghan, where he remained for two years. 
He was then appointed to the Incumbancy of 
Killoughter, but after one year he came to 
Dublin as curate of St. Stephen’s Parish. Here 
he stayed for four years, after which he be- 
came rector of Killiskey. i 

In 1893 he was appointed Dean's Vicar of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, and ten years 
afterwards became Incumbent of Castleknock. 
He has been Dean of the Chapel Royal since 
1913, and also was Chaplain to the Household 
of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Dean Mease, whose death will be mourned 
by a very large circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances, was a man of charming econ and 
considerable intellectyal gifts.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Deeds of violence in Ulster and the con- 
clusion of a significant agreement in Dublin 
have made the week-end momentous for 
Ireland. Such deeds can only lead to a 
situation in which the last bonds of order 
will break. The forces responsible for 
these outrages pursued a policy identical 
with that of the extremists in the South. 
They have obriously the common object of 
overcoming the resistance of the North to 
Irish union by methods of coercion and 
violence. 

The Provisional Government chose 
another and a wiser course in coming to 
terms with the Northern Government, but 
they have failed hitherto to impose 
observance of them upon the extremists. 
That failure does not, however, acquit this 
country of its obligations to the Northern 
Government as they are recorded in the 
Treaty. So serious has the situation in 
Ulster become that the effect of the new 
agreement between the Provisional Govern- 
ment and Mr. de Valeya upon it is of the 
first importance. On the surface it would 
seem that Mr. Griffith and Mr. Collins 
have only found pea¢e. by a surrender of 
their position, and that the election in 
Jane will be little more than an empty 
form. 

We fully realise the immense importance 
of instituting a Government that shall be 
strong enough to restore order in Ireland, 
but we fail as yet to see how Ireland’s 
will in regard to her future relations with 
this country is to be ascertained. Within 
the limits of the Treaty her methods of 
governing hersejf are her own affair, but 
no Government can be established upon a 
permanent basis unless it conform to the 
principles the Treaty lays down. 

In view of the agreemeft the Parliament 
and people of this country are entitled to 
a prompt and definite explanation of an 
event that, unexplained, appears to menace 
the only foundations upon which a final 
Anglo-Irish settlement is practicable.

During a heavy fog on Saturday evening 
the P. and O. liner Egypt collided with the 
French steamer Seine and sank within 
twenty minutes. 
Fifteen passengers and 75 of the crew 
are missing. 

The Egypt was on her way from Tondon 
to Bombay ; the Seine returning to Havre. 
The tragedy occurred off Ushant, due west 
of Brest. It was seven e'clock, and the 
passengers of the liner were preparing for 
dinner, when there was a crash, and the 
boat shook from stem to stern. Many 
people who had been standing on deck 
were thrown into the sea, and a few fortu- 
nate ones succeeded in keeping themselves 
afloat with the wreckage until rescued by 
the liner’s own boats or those of the 
French vessel. They were subsequently 
landed at Brest. 

There was a slight swell at the time of 
the disaster; but, fortunately, the sea was 
calm. The dense fog, however, rendered 
the work of the rescuers extremely diff- 
eult, and, according to the captain of the 
French steamer, they were guided by the 
cries of the unfortunate ones in the water. 
A telegram from Brest states that 29 
of the passengers and 218 of the crew were 
saved. The Egypt started out with a crew 
of 291 and 44 passengers. It is reported: 
that 20 bodies have been found. The 
captain of the Egypt is said to have been 
saved. The ship’s doctor and the chief 
engineer are among the missing.

FRENCH CAPTAIN'S STORY, 
SEARCH IN FOG FOR SURVIVORS. 
BREST, May 2! 

In an interview with Reuter’s Correspondent, 
the captain of the Seine said :— 

“At 7 yesterday evening I was fifteen miles 

off the Armen (?Armand) Light. The sea 
was calm. with a elight swell, but there was a 
very thick fog. I was on the look-out, listen- 
ing for the sound of fog horns, and we were 
steaming at very reduced epeed. Suddenly the 
mail boat loomed out of the fog, crashed into 
us, carrying away the Seine’s forecastle, «od 
then disappeared again into thé mist. 
“I at once ordered ‘ Reverse engines.’ I 
could see nothing; but the cries of terror which 
reached our ears revealed something of the 
extent of the catastrophe. I began searching 
round in the fog, which was absolutely opaque. 
foe the other vessel, and after twenty minutes 
we found her. She was lying on her port side 
on the point of turning turtle, with the water 
pouring into her through a deep and long rent 
in her plates. 

“I heard the cries of the passengers as 
they ran about on the deck, which was quickly 
slipping into the waves, trying to keep from 
being thrown into the water. I saw one man 
plunge into the sea with two children in his 
arms. After the vessel had gone down I saw 
a uumber of people clinging to floating beams 
and woodwork. I ordered all my lifebelts to 
be thrown overboard, and launched my boate 
into the ever-thickening fog. The position was 
an extremely perilous one, for I was on the 
main route for vessels passing from the Atlantic 
into the Channel. I remained on the scene of 
the disaster until half-pasi eleven at night, by 
which time I had picked up 29 of the Egypt's 

assengers and over 200 of the crew, as well as 
our bodies.

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A mystery involving the disappearance of 
close upon £15,000,000 worth of gold and silver 
specie and bullion is at present being investi- 
gated by the Dutch Government (says the 
y orkshire Evening News). 

The facts of the case are as simple as is any 
clue to the vanished mulions vague. For the 
three years from 1919 to 1921 gold and silver to 
the value of 553,973,874 guldens were imported 
into Holland; during the same period 469,455,214 
guldens* worth of specie and bullion left. the 
country. A balance of 84,538,660 guidens ought 
therefore to be lying in the Bank of the 
Netherlands. But the national gold reserve has 
not increased by this amount, representing, with 
the guiden at 11.50 to the £, a total of 
£7,351,188. On the contrary, between the be- 
ginning of January, 1919, and the beginning of 
the present year the gold reserve had fallen 
from 700,000,000 guldens to 613,000,000. There 
js, accofdingly,’ a further 87,000,000 guldens 
(£7,565,217), or a total of £14,916,405, to be 
accounted for. 

Nobody questions these facts, nor, so far, has 
anyone been able to explain them. The figures 
appear ip the official yearly returns of Dutch 
imports and exporte, and they cannot even be 
qualified by the amount of gold and silver 
actually used for manufacture, because that 
amount, showing a balance remaining in Hol- 
land of £9,515 for the three years, is included 
under a separate head. 

Two further figures are, however, not without 

nificance. Over the period in question 
£ 2,224,989 more gold and silver has been re- 
ceived from Germany than hag been sent. back 
to that country from Holland; £12,173,913. more 
has arrived in Holland from Germany than has 
left Holland for Allied countries. Not un- 
naturally, this possible leakage of German gold 
is causing the Allied Governments to follow 
with a certain sympathetic interest the present 
investigations by the Dutch authorities. Hol- 
land, on her part, has not the slightest desire 
to play the rél@ of catspaw to Berlin; and for 
two reasons. 

It is nót. surprising that The Hague, while not 
wishing detinitely to alienate. their German 
neighbours, are cordially welcoming the to 
operation of Whitehall in solving the inter- 
national mystery of the vanished £15,000,000. 


SCOTTISH DISTILLERY DEAL, 


SHAREMOLDSRA GET £9 15s. FOR EACH 
1 SHARE. 


An Edinburgh  Nhuúiina ha telegraphs :— 
The North Port Distillery, Brechin, which. be- 
longed to Guthrie, Martin and Company, Ltd. 
(now in liquidation), and recently sold to the 
Distillers Company, Ltd., Edinburgh, and others, 
has now been taken over by the Scottish Malt 
Distillers, Ltd., who already own five Lowland 
malt distilleries in Scotland. 

Guthrie, Martin and Company, Lid., had a 
capital of £10,000 in ordinary shares, and, as 
they held some 70,000 or more gallons of 
matured whiskey, they were able to dispose of 
their assets for a figure which returned to the 
shareholders £9 15s. for each £1 share held. 
Guthrie, Martin and Company was formed as 
long ago as 1895. The original capital was 
£40,000, but was subsequently reduced to 
£10,000 by repayment of capital, which could 
not be profitably employed in the business. 

It is credibly reported that another Scotch 
whiskey dealehas taken place whereby 150,000 
gallons have changed hands. Those successive 
deals are attributable to the fact that, as a 
result of the unprecedentedly high spirit duty, 
only large concerns, with extensive financial re- 


sources, can carry on.

Str,—Taking advantage of the present lawless 
state of the count “gi” arge number of tenants 
in Ireland have refused to pay their rent, and 
in a great number of cases the owners’ lands 
have n entered upon and cut up for dis- 
tribution among people who bave no claim 
whatever to them.

TROLLOPE AND DICKENS. 

TU THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMHS 

Sir,—What a craftsman says @bout the work 
of his fellow-craftsmen is always of interest. 
Your “‘ Two Memories” rec a chapter in 
sa second volume of Anthony Trollope’s Auto- 

biography. ‘There can be no doubt (says 
Trollope) that the most popular novelist of my 
time—probably the most popular English 
novelist of any time—has been Charles Dickens. 
He has now been dead nearly six years, and the 
sale of his books goes on as it did during his 
life. The certainty with which his novels are 
found in every house, the familiarity of his 
name in all English-speaking countries, the 

pularity of po characters as Mrs. Gamp, 
Micawber, and Pecksniff, and many others 
whose names have entered into the English 
language and become well-known words; the 
grief of the country at his death, and the 
honours paid to him at his funeral—e!l testify 
to his ularity. Since the last book he wrote 
himself, I doubt whether any book has. been 60 
popular as his biography by John Forster. 
There ig no withstanding such testimony as this. 
.— To me it almost seems that I must be 
wrong to place Dickens after Thackeray and 
George Eliot, knowing as I do that so great a 
majority put him above those authors. My own 
peculiar idiosyncrasy forbids me to do so. I do 
acknowledge that Mrs. Gamp, Micawber, Peck- 


vsniff, and others have become household words 


in every house, as though they were human 
beings; but to my judgment they are not 
human beings, nor are any of the characters 
human which Dickens has portrayed. 
“ It has been the peculiarity and the marvel 
of this man’s power that he has invested his 
uppets with a charm that has enabled ‘him to 
with human nature. There is. 
drollery about them, in my estimation, very 
much below the humour: of heer nó but 
which has reached the intellect of all; while 
Thackeray’s humour has escaped the intellect of 
many. Nor is the pathos of Dickens human. 
It is stagey and melodramatic. But it is so 
expressed that it touches every heart a little. 
There is no real life in Smike. But stil] the 
reader sheds a tear... Dickens’s novels are 
like Boucicault’s plays. He has known how to 
draw his lines broadly, eo that all should see the 
colour. Of Dickens’s style it is impossible to 
speak in praise. It is jerky, ungrammatical, 
and created by himself in defiance of rules— 
almost as completely as that created by Carlyle. 
To readers who have taught themselves to 
regard language, it must therefore be un-

Dickens's letters, many of which are given by 
John Forster, arg-more interesting and amusing 
than his novels. But he had great enjoyment in 
the writing of the novels, and laughed and cried 
over them like a child. Carlyle himself thought 
that his “‘style’’ was learned from his father.
